FIVE parents will take part in a 
charity run from Caddington to 
London in May as part of a 
fundraising drive to raise 
money for a hospital. 

The run’s been organised 
after four-year-old Ava Mear 
survived four heart attacks 
after falling ill in January. 

She is currently recovering at 
Great Ormond Street Hospital 
(GOSH) after doctors treated 
her using an ‘ECMO’ machine. 

Since her operation, Clive, 
Ava’s father, said the family 
has been raising money to buy 
GOSH another machine. 

They cost £80,000 and there 
are only 20 available in the UK. 

Caddington residents have 
held fundraising events, includ¬ 
ing dressing as superheroes. 

Lynn Russell, an organiser of 
the run and one of the parents 
taking part, said: “As a village 


we have raised a lot money so 
far for the ECMO machine. 

“And we thought of what else 
we could do, and that was 
doing a marathon. We thought 
we could help the Mear family 
so we can have other people 
saved like Ava was.” 

Four of the team will set off 
on May 18 before being joined 
by Rowena Baldwin, Ava’s 
reception teacher at 
Caddington Village School, 
for the last 10 miles of the 
35-mile run. 

They will be supported by a 
car and a team of cyclists 
which includes Mr Mear. 

He said: “We have been 
overwhelmed by the support 
of the village. 

“The idea of the run to 
London is a great one because 
it can be inclusive and it’s 
worth it.”

A MUSIC video featuring Luton 
residents dancing to the Pharrell 
Williams pop hit ‘Happy’ has 
received more than 79,000 views 
since being launched last Saturday. 

Thousands of residents, and peo¬ 
ple from outside the town, have gone 
online to express their support for 
the video, which was adopted for 
International Happiness Day on 
Thursday by the United Nations. 

It was part of a project organised 
by the Museum Makers team, who 
are based at Wardown Park Museum, 
and filmed by Luton media produc¬ 
tion company NangTV. 


The 3.5-minute video was initially 
shown last Saturday on a big screen 
in The Mall before being uploaded 
on to online video website YouTube. 

It features people from various 
organisations in the town, including 
Castletroy Residential Home, Tina’s 
School of Dance, and Keech Hospice. 

Since going online it has been 
widely shared and received numer¬ 
ous comments, including one from 
Pharrell’s official YouTube channel. 

On Twitter, Luton-born actor Colin 
Salmon said: ‘We always knew how 
to dance in Luton X’, whilst Luton- 
born Sarfraz Manzoor posted a link 
to the video along with the comment 
‘The Happy folk of Luton’. 

Jemma Murphy, the Museum 


Makers’ campaigns co-ordinator, 
said the team behind the project had 
been ‘overwhelmed’ by the public 
response to the video. 

She said: “It’s been received so well 
and the feedback we have had from 
everyone has been really positive. 

“We have had emails from people 
saying that they are really proud to 
be Lutonians. 

“We never expected it to be like 
this. We have been overwhelmed by 
the response and it’s done really 
well. 

“It was about promoting Luton in a 
positive light and it was something 
that the Museum Makers team felt 
Luton people needed. It’s still being 
shared all over the internet.” 


Ms Murphy also said the team had 
a host of other things planned for 
the remainder of the year, including 
another video, but they have not yet 
decided what it will be about. 

She added: “We are going to do a 
part two and it’s something that we 
decided before releasing the video. 

“Working on the video was such an 
enjoyable experience. We will give it 
a little while but we will definitely do 
a part two.” 

Igniterr, a local musician and the 
founder of NangTV, said: “It’s been 
crazy, I never imagined that it would 
get this big and it’s amazing. Pharrell 
even commented on it. 

“When we first started out we 
wanted to show that Luton can be 


happy and that it’s not about the bad 
things. It was about showing diver¬ 
sity and that was the main goal. I 
think we achieved that. Even people 
outside Luton are sharing the video.”

Man who injured boy, 3, 
faces long jail sentence

A MAN faces a lengthy jail term 
for causing injuries to a three- 
year-old boy from which the 
child is unlikely to ever recover. 

Ryan Parker, 29, of Butlin Road, 
Luton, left the child with brain 
damage that means he cannot 
see properly and his speech and 
language have been harmed. 

He was convicted of cruelty to a 
person aged under-16 between 
November 4-12, 2012 and two 
charges of grievous bodily harm 
with intent. 

Parker was cleared of a third 
charge of causing grievous bodi¬ 
ly harm with intent, admitting 
causing grievous bodily harm. 

After the jury returned their 
verdicts, he admitted possessing 
indecent images of children, 


some of which were at Level 5 - 
the most serious. 

He and a woman defendant, 
will be sentenced once pre-sen¬ 
tence reports have been 
prepared. 

Luton Crown Court was told 
when the child was examined at 
the Luton and Dunstable hospi¬ 
tal, medical staff found over 50 
bruises, abrasions, scratches, 
and pinch injuries. 

Prosecutor David Matthew 
warned the jury of seven women 
and five men about the photo¬ 
graphs of the boy’s injuries that 
they were to see during the trial. 

He said: “You are going to be 
looking at some really horrible 
things. You are going to have to 
brace yourselves.” 

He went on: “The most serious 
injury is the brain injury. His 
brain hasn’t fully recovered. 


“He still cannot see right, his 
speech and language have been 
harmed and he has not come on 
emotionally. 

“He did him so much damage 
the boy is unlikely ever to fully 
recover.” 

The court heard Parker claimed 
that the boy, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, had 
slipped onto a radiator. 

Judge Stuart Bridge said: “I 
want a full assessment of the 
level of risk so that I can consider 
how long a period of custody 
must be served. 

“It could be an indefinite 
sentence.” 

He told Parker: “You have been 
convicted of causing appalling 
violence to a three-year-old. 

“You will be sentenced for 
a very long period of imprison¬ 
ment.”

A LIST of more than 3,000 
signatures objecting to the 
creation of a gypsy and trav¬ 
eller site in Barton le Clay 
has been submitted to a 
council. 

Members of the Barton 
Residents Action Group 
(BRAG) presented their evi¬ 
dence, showing why the pro¬ 
posed 15-pitch site in Faldo 
Road shouldn’t be allowed to 
open, to Central Bedfordshire 
Council on Wednesday. 

BRAG member James 
Knight said: “In addition to 
presenting the objections of 
more than 3,200 residents 
(180-pages of signatures), we 
will be providing the inspec¬ 
tor with a map street-by- 
street as to where those resi¬ 
dents live, with a colour- 
coded percentage. 

“At this time it represents 
over 60 per cent of all the 
houses in the village with 
more coming in every day.” 

The group is encouraging 
residents to submit objec¬ 
tions before the public con¬ 
sultation ends on March 31. 


And to rally further support 
for their cause, BRAG has 
blitzed the village over the 
past few days handing out 
thousands of posters saying 
‘hands off our green belt’ for 
residents and business own¬ 
ers to put up in their front 
windows, cars and gardens. 

James added: “With just one 
more week to go until the end 
of the consultation we want 
to make sure everyone who 
hasn’t objected yet who wants 
to, knows what we’re doing.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
council said: “We have a legal 


obligation to provide suffi¬ 
cient land to ensure at least a 
five year land supply. While 
our preference is more, 
smaller sites, site 16 was felt 
able to satisfactorily accom¬ 
modate up to 15 pitches.”

Schools to close 
as teachers strike

SCHOOLS are set to close 
this Wednesday as teachers 
take part in a national strike, 
unions have warned. 

Around 10 schools in Luton 
are expected to shut com¬ 
pletely while most others will 
be hit by partial closures. 

The disruption is likely to 
anger parents who will have 
to organise childcare. 

The action, organised by the 
National Union of Teachers, 
is part of a campaign against 


government changes which 
the NUT says could lead to 
teachers working until they 
are 68 or beyond, increasing 
pension contributions by 50 
per cent and introducing 
performance-related pay. 

Luton NUT Secretary 
Bodrul Amin said: “Teacher 
workload is unsustainable 
and the thought of doing the 
job until 68 is driving many 
away from the job. 

“Teacher morale is at dan¬ 
gerously low levels. During 
action in the autumn we had 
10 schools close in Luton. 


“I expect we will be looking 
at a similar sort of number 
this time. Most schools that 
don’t close will be affected by 
partial closures. 

“We apologise for the incon¬ 
venience to parents but we 
hope they will support us. 

“Our action is against the 
government and Michael 
Gove and we hope that par¬ 
ents will understand why we 
are doing this. 

“We are standing up for 
education and also protect¬ 
ing teachers’ conditions of 
service.”

‘We need more cop 
patrols’ says college

THE principal of Luton Sixth 
Form College has called for 
more policing following four 
robberies in three months 
near the site. 

Chris Nicholls, of Luton 
Sixth Form College, has writ¬ 
ten to Police and Crime 
Commissioner Oily Martins 
asking for more police patrols 
in response to the robberies. 

The latest incident, on 
March 5, saw a boy, 16, nearly 
robbed by three men who 


beat him with knuckle dust¬ 
ers on the path between 
Bradgers Hill Road and 
Elmwood Crescent. The trio 
had robbed another man 
minutes earlier. In his letter, 
Mr Nicholls said he was ‘con¬ 
cerned’ there was a limited 
police presence in the area. 

He said: “Whilst we under¬ 
stand that this is a relatively 
low priority area by compari¬ 
son with other areas in the 
town, we feel that there is a 
need for a greater presence at 
certain times of the day.” 

Bedfordshire Police said 


they had charged and arrest¬ 
ed two suspects who are 
awaiting trial for the first two 
robberies. Officers are inves¬ 
tigating the other incidents 
and conducting patrols. 

The force also said that 
whilst it acknowledged the 
attacks were ‘frightening and 
serious for those concerned’, 
other students still had safe 
journeys to and from school. 

Mr Martins said he had 
been ‘reassured’ by the force’s 
‘comprehensive and robust 
mix of investigative and pre¬ 
ventative action’.

Lack of proportion in words 

SIR - Reading Steve Lowe’s comment piece 
“Police close ranks and politicians just let 
them”, last weekend (Luton on Sunday, 
March 16), I couldn’t help but feel a lack of 
proportion in the words. 

You rightly mention the concern over 
cases such as Stephen Lawrence and 
Hillsborough which of course grew from 
tragedies for individual families into events 
which shook faith in the police on a national 
level. 

But it is unfair, and untrue, to make a 
blanket statement that “rotten apples” in 
the police are protected by the police. 

Most often, it is other police officers who 
report colleagues for behaviour which falls 
below the exceptionally high standard 
which officers are held to. 

It is important to remember that here in 
Bedfordshire we deal with about a 1000 
calls a day and 400 incidents involving 
officer attendance. 

In general, these go very well. Police 
officers and staff come to work to protect 
the public and arrest those that cause most 
harm. The recent survey conducted for the 
Independent Police Commission “Policing 
for a Better Britain” said that 74 per cent of 
the public have trust in the police. 

However, sometimes things go wrong. 
When mistakes are made we learn from 
them but when wrong-doing is identified I 
deal robustly with it. I have personally 
referred a number of inquiries out of force 
precisely for the reason that integrity and 


openness are the lifeblood of this country’s 
proud record of policing by consent. 

The police service is ahead of many others 
in terms of openness. When there are prob¬ 
lems we take the lead and deal with them -1 
certainly do not accept that “the police are 
out of control”. We have a lot of dedicated 
and very brave people who work hard to 
protect our public here in Bedfordshire. I 
am only disappointed that you do not 
support us.

Time to pay MPs 
by their results... 


T HESE days the whole 
world of work is look¬ 
ing at levels of perfor¬ 
mance. One of the 
jargon phrases is KPIs - Key 
Performance Indicators. 

For many their pay rises 
depend on them. Not bankers 
of course but they are one of 
two special cases - be patient 
I am coming to the other. 

Last week Health Secretary 
Jeremy Hunt said that as part 
of his explanation for giving 
health workers a pay cut, he 
was going to introduce per¬ 
formance related pay into 
hospitals. It shouldn’t be 
about time served but how 
well you look after patients. 

Hospital workers should not 
be worried by this, as from 
what I have seen, they work 
extremely hard for not a great 
deal of money. So if he is true 
to his word - MP true to his 
word shock-then they should 
get some hefty rises. 

But, as I said, there seems to 
be only one group, apart from 
bankers, who these days can 
get pay rises without any 
improvement in perfor¬ 
mance. Yes it’s MPs. They are 
to get an 11 per cent rise after 
next year’s election. 

That is on a current salary of 
£67,400. It will be an extra 
£7,600 taking them to 75k. And 
they will decide this them¬ 
selves. Not before the election, 
of course, because that might 
influence our voting. 


Many MPs believe they earn 
it and deserve it. I remain 
unconvinced but see a way of 
not having to listen to my, 
and most other voters, preju¬ 
dices on this matter. 

MPs should be paid a basic 
wage, say the average wage of 
around £25,000 a year, and 
then can earn up to £75,000 
more on performance related 
pay. 

A panel of electors, picked 
randomly, could determine 
MPs’ KPIs. Sounds sexy 
doesn’t it? Then judge their 
performance against them. 

I don’t wish to prejudge but 
attendance at the House of 
Commons, which apart from 
Question Time looks rather 
bare, could be one, along 
with how many constituents’ 
problems they resolve, how 
much expenses they claim 
and what for, and select com¬ 
mittees they belong to. 

There would obviously need 
to be larger issues as well, 
such as how the country is 
faring, and maybe different 
MPs could be judged on 


particular national areas of 
responsibility, such as health, 
the police, the economy, 
controlling the budget etc. 

This, like many of my best 
ideas, would be a win-win, as 
hard working effective MPs 
would be paid a decent sala¬ 
ry, lazy ineffective ones 
would not and the public 
could clearly see who is 
performing and who isn’t. 

It would also take away that 
suspicion that they are happy 
to tell us what to do - austeri¬ 
ty, only the hard working 
should be rewarded - while 
ignoring it for themselves. 

And when they stand for 
re-election, they can use their 
performance related figures 
to impress the voters. Or not. 

Sadly, like most of my best 
ideas, I cannot see it being 
taken up, as MPs would not 
like to see any of their ineffec¬ 
tive colleagues exposed in 
this way. 

I might call it closing ranks 
and hiding the truth from the 
public but some would say it 
is just loyalty.

Putting your pet first 


Getting personal 
with the snakes 


This week reporter CARL MUNGAZI spoke 
to the Dunstable pet store offering courses 
on how to safely handle venomous snakes 


IN A BUSY Dunstable street, 
people from all over the 
country are spending their 
day learning how to handle 
deadly snakes which are said 
to contain enough venom in 
a bite to kill you before you 
can walk 100 paces. 

The courses are run by the 
Wrigglies Exotic Pet Store in 
High Street South which is 
owned by Dunstable couple 
Marc and Hazel Darton. 

The store sells a variety of 
creatures but it’s the 
collection of snakes, such as 
the Chinese sharp nose viper 
and Gaboon viper, that 
people come for. 

Although the ‘100 paces’ 
claim is more legend than 
fact, Wrigglies is very serious 
about its course. 

One of the instructors is 
lulian Clare, a 43-year-old 
retail manager from 
Leighton Buzzard who start¬ 
ed keeping non-venomous 
snakes at the age of 14, 
before moving to the venom¬ 
ous variety when he was 20. 

Anyone wanting to keep 
certain species of wild ani¬ 
mals in the UK needs to 
obtain a DWA licence from 


their local authority, but as 
lulian explains, that is not 
very easy to do. 

He said: “It’s very difficult 
to get experience without a 
licence, and it’s very difficult 
to get a licence without 
experience. 

“The vast majority of ven¬ 
omous keepers in the UK are 
largely self-taught and they 
are using methods created 
for non-venomous snakes.” 

So how is the course organ¬ 
ised? 

He said: “On the course we 
start with an ice-breaker. So 
we try to get into people’s 
backgrounds and what they 
hope to get from the course. 

“A lot of people are looking 
for experience and to devel¬ 
op the skills that they have 
gained in non-venomous 
snake handling.” 

lulian said the course 
emphasises safety and the 


well-being of the animals to 
its students, who never 
handle the snakes without 
an instructor nearby. 

The reptiles have not been 
neutralised and can still 
deliver a deadly bite. 

Wrigglies is one of a select 
number of places offering 
this experience, it has 
students from all over the 
country, including some who 
come from abroad. 

Julian said: “Real safe 
venomous snake handling is 
quite boring. When it comes 
to the venomous snakes, the 
media tend to dramatise the 
handling. 

“It’s all about control and 
being calm, not taking risks 
other than the ones that you 
have to. With all the media 
available, we feel it’s impor¬ 
tant that people have a place 
to come to where they can 
learn this.”

SCHOOLS in Dunstable have 
been warned by police after a 
pupil was assaulted last week 
whilst she was on her way to 
school. 

The girl, 13, had been walk¬ 
ing along Union Street, 
Dunstable, on March 12 
between 8.20am and 8.30am 
when a man approached her.

Committed to building 
further success in Luton 




The leader of Luton council, Hazel 
Simmons, on how the authority is 
committed to long-term success 
despite challenging spending cuts 


IN a week when attention 
focussed on the nation’s 
finances, it’s a good time to 
reflect on priorities for Luton. 

Shortly I shall report to full 
council with an update on the 
Prospectus for Luton which 
outlines our commitment to 
focus on three key strands: 
ensuring that people are safe, 
supported and healthy; mak¬ 
ing Luton fit for growth and 
encouraging business; and 
giving people access to great 
education and lifelong learn¬ 
ing opportunities. 

The financial situation is 
tougher. On top of savings of 
£54m which the council 
delivered over the last three 
years, in 2014/15 our budget 
had to identify a further £18m 
savings to meet the govern¬ 
ment’s public sector cuts. A 
further £16m is needed in 
each of the next two years. 

That’s £104m savings over 
six years - or 68 per cent of 
our net budget for 2011/12! 

Hundreds of efficiency pro¬ 
jects have been delivered, 
with 99 per cent achieving 
their target. 

Council tax collection rates, 
once one of the worst in the 
country, are predicted to exceed 
our target of 96.5 per cent. 

Trading of schools support 
services, brought in income 
of £6.7m last year. 


We are working with part¬ 
ners including Jobcentre Plus 
and Luton Advice Network to 
make sure people receive the 
best debt and housing advice 
and employment support. 

Specially-trained staff, and 
workshops on managing 
finances and applying for 
jobs, have reduced the num¬ 
ber of people on the benefit 
cap by more than 25 per cent 
and under occupancy by 24 
per cent. 

Thanks to the opening of 
the Inspire Luton Sports 
Village and investment in 
other sports facilities the 
number of adults taking part 
in regular physical activity is 
at its highest level since 2006. 

The wellbeing of babies and 
very young children is a pri¬ 
ority with Luton working 
hard to secure £50m govern¬ 
ment funding under the 
Flying Start programme. 

More than 2,000 young peo¬ 
ple have accessed the new 
Tokko youth space to learn 
and develop new skills. 


Last year London Luton 
Airport generated £27m to sup¬ 
port services and community 
projects, and we hope to hear 
shortly that plans for growth 
that could support around 
5,000 new jobs will be support¬ 
ed by the Secretary of State. 

In the last 12 months the 
council has delivered around 
£118m of new capital infra¬ 
structure, with the Luton 
Dunstable Busway opened 
and work under way on 
improvements to Ml Junction 
10a and completion of the 
inner ring road. 

The first half of 2013 was a 
record for new company reg¬ 
istrations in Luton. 

School attainment contin¬ 
ues to improve and Youth 
unemployment is now below 
the East of England and 
national average. 

But there remains much to 
be done, What I am high¬ 
lighting is Luton’s commit¬ 
ment to ongoing, long-term 
improvement, and the 
successes we are achieving.

Disappointing outing for the Spartan 

‘300: Rise of an EmDire'

300: RISE OF AN EMPIRE

WHEN 300 surprised the box office with its 
ground-breaking style back in 2007, it was a 
cinematic triumph whether you particularly 
enjoyed it or not. 

Now seven years on the techniques - seam¬ 
lessly blended live-action with Frank Miller- 
inspired slow-mo graphics - used in the first 
film do not seem quite so fresh, despite it having 
a fanbase that clamoured for some sort of sequel. 

And they have it with Strike Back actor 
Sullivan Stapleton filling the void left by 
Gerard Butler’s King Leonidas and his valiant 
- but ultimately massacred - band of 300 sol¬ 
diers. 

Unfortunately, the gore-filled original was 
far more satisfying than this linear, poorly 
scripted sequel that is simply by-the-numbers. 

It still has plenty of gore but the heart and 
passion that made the first film so remarkable 
is sorely lacking here, particularly with the 
loss of director Zack Snyder, who is only in a 
production capacity. 

That’s despite a very decent villainous effort 
from Casino Royale actress Eva Green, a note¬ 
worthy extension of 300-lore, and a generally 
satisfying ending that sets it up nicely for the 
inevitable third instalment. 

Based on Miller’s graphic novel Xerxes, it 
sees the said mortal-turned-god (Rodrigo 
Santoro) - along with his viciously vengeful 
commander Artemisia (Green) - and his 
invading Persian army finally attempt to 
conquer Greece. 

But not if Greek general Themistokles 
(Stapleton) has anything to say about it, as his 
heavily outnumbered army (sound familiar?) 
of farmers and tradesmen use every trick in 
the book to battle the advancing Persians 
across the Aegean Sea. 


He also tries to enlist the help of Queen 
Gorgo and her Spartans, who are still awaiting 
the outcome of Leonidas’ brave battle from the 
original (which runs concurrently alongside 
this story) - leaving the main meat to 
Themistokles vs Artemisia. 

Sadly though - even with a bizarre sex scene 


thrown in (?!) - this is fairly linear stuff with 
just a boat battle, followed by slightly different 
boat battle, that at least hints at a possibly 
impressive final chapter. 

Stapleton doesn’t have anywhere near the 
same screen presence of Gerard Butler, and 
dialogue and speeches are terribly cliched - 


but it just about does enough to earn a watch if 
you enjoyed the first film. 

Bar that though, the only reasons to see this 
sword-and-sandals opera would be simply 
down to the extension of the mythology - and 
Green’s movie-stealing performance.

The extension of the Government’s Help to 
Buy scheme in George Osborne’s budget 
announcement is good news for home 
buyers and the housing market, according to 
local estate agency Connells.

Background 

Luton Borough Council owns the adventure playground located off Haddon Road. The postal address is Hart Hill Adventure Playground, Falks Hill, Luton LU2 OFN. 

At its meeting of 16 th Dec 2013 the Council Executive approved transferring this asset to an eligible organisation on a 25 year lease. The successful applicant will be expected to be an organisation established 
for the public benefit and to run the services for children and young people and the wider community from the facility for the benefit of local people and the citizens of Luton. 

The facility consists of a community building with a hall of approximately 110m2, an office, a kitchen and toilets. It also consists of a Multi Use Games Area (MUGA) and outdoor play equipment. The equipment is 
not conventional, as found in playgrounds across the country. It is much larger scale and designed to facilitate creative, imaginative and risk aware play.

JOHN Still says his Hatters side 
have ‘everything’ needed to win 
the Skrill Premier and return to 
the Football League. 

Champions elect Luton 
grabbed a hard-fought three 
points over battling Chester FC 
at Kenilworth Road yesterday 
afternoon, to end a three-game 
winless run. 

Matt Robinson’s fluke opener, 
added to by goals from strike- 
pair Andre Gray and Paul 
Benson, dispelled a tense open¬ 
ing 45 and moved Luton 14 
points clear at the top. 

“In the first half, we were slow, 
the pace of our game was slow, 
the tempo of our game was slow, 
we were worried about making 
mistakes,” said Hatters boss 
Still. “In the second half I said to 
them: ‘if you get beaten, get 
beaten but play like Luton, play 
with a tempo’. 

“We worked harder in the sec¬ 
ond half and we got a goal, which 
was a bit lucky. From then on we 


looked like Luton. I wasn’t dis¬ 
appointed because I understand 
about nerves but winners over¬ 
come that. We overcame it 
today. Did we deserve to win 
today? Yes we did. 

“I just kept reminding them 
about how we got here; what are 
the things that worked? If we 
keep doing that, I believe we can 
get enough points to take us up. 

“Every game between now and 
the end of the season is going to 
be tough and we have to be 
ready for that. 

“We’ve got to get ourselves over 
the line and that’s a fantastic 
three points. We have every¬ 
thing here to win this league.” 

A lot has been made of the 
potentially season-ending inju¬ 
ry to Luke Guttridge, with 
Saturday’s win the first since the 
midfielder’s metatarsal prob¬ 
lem. 

Yesterday’s game saw the 
debut of Luke Rooney, who was 
signed on Friday as a possible 
replacement for Guttridge, as 
well as a long term option. 

“I’ve known him for a long 
time,” said Still. “I know his Dad. 

“He got a great move to 


Swindon, scored a great goal 
against my former team. He per¬ 
haps made a couple of wrong 
decisions when the time came to 
leave Swindon. 

“He ended up at Maidstone, 
which I knew. I’d already spoken 
to Maidstone and said to them 
‘when the time’s right, will you 
tell me?’ 

“They came to me and said 
that Barnet had enquired about 
him so I rang him and said ‘if 
you’re going to leave, come here’. 

“We saw for 15 minutes [in the 
Chester game] that he’s a very 
talented player.” 

Another story surrounding the 
win was the kit-colour reveal for 
next season’s home shirt. 

The chosen colour, orange, 
was voted for in a fan poll and 
Still says he’s delighted. 

“I voted white but I’m a Luton 
manager, not a Luton supporter 
for years,” he said. 

“Whatever it is, I’m delighted 
they’ve had a say and chosen. 

“The supporters should have a 
voice. 

“I’m really pleased they’ve had 
a vote. Really and truly, if they’ve 
chosen that it’s fantastic.”
